Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  I968  combined  with 
the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 


The  health  of  the  Borough  remained  satisfactory 
during  I988  but  there  are  certain  matters  to  which  I feel  I 
should  draw  the  attention  of  the  Health  Committee. 


The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified 
during  the  year  was  383  compared  with  I63  cases  notified 
during  the  previous  year.  The  increase  v;as  largely  accounted 
for  by  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  measles  and  an 
outbreak  of  dysentery.  There  was  also  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified,  in  19^7 
seven  cases  were  notified  and  in  1968  eleven  cases  were 
notified.  The  immediate  contacts  of  all  these  cases  were 
traced  and  examined  and  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit 
visited  the  town  and  the  facilities  for  chest  X-ray 
examinations  were  made  available  to  the  general  public,  the 
dock  workers  and  all  deep  sea  fishermen. 


The  leading  causes  of  death  in  the  area  were  again 
cardio-vascular  disease,  malignant  illnesses  and  bronchitis 
and  pneumonia.  This  is  in  keeping  with  the  national  pattern. 
I must  draw  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  yet  another 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  both  from  bronchitis  and 
from  lung  cancer  and  I must  say  again  that  we  are  unlikely 
to  see  any  substantial  reduction  in  these  causes  of  death 
until  there  has  been  a significant  reduction  in  the  amount 
of  cigarette  smoking  which  is  one  of  the  important  factors 
in  their  causation. 


My  thanks  are  due  again  to  my  colleagues  in  the 
Health  Department  for  their  loyalty  and  assistance.  I would 
also  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  encouragement  and 
support  afforded  to  me.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  eighth  annual  report 
on  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Health  and  Cleansing  Department o 

In  1968,  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  19^7  became  operative « 
This  Act  was  designed  to  give  local  authorities  powers  to  deal 
with  the  dumping  of  old  cars  and  other  refuse,  and  introduced 
a procedure  whereby  abandoned  vehicles  may  be  removed  and 
disposed  ofo  In  the  first  half  of  the  year  particularly, 
this  new  legislation  resulted  in  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  having  to  devote  a considerable  amount  of  time 
to  enforcing  the  somev/hat  complex  provisions  of  the  Act, 
and  the  Regulations  made  under  the  Acto 

One  mounting  problem  that  v/as  solved  during  the  year, 
at  least  for  the  time  being,  was  the  disposal  of  scrap  cars® 
These  are  now  being  removed  as  necessary  by  a car  disposal 
firm,  from  a collecting  point  at  the  Jameson  Road  refuse  tip. 

In  April,  a fire  destroyed  the  department’s  paper 
baling  shed,  both  the  building  and  the  baling  press  being 
damaged  beyond  repair.  However,  thanks  to  the  ready 
co-operation  from  other  departments,  a new  building  was 
completed  and  a new  baling  press  installed  by  the  middle  of 
July  when  paper  baling  was  again  started. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  during  the  year  and, 
once  more,  we  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  maintain  a 
full  staff.  New  legislative  measures  introduced  during  the 
last  five  years  coupled  with  a steady  expansion  of  the 
residential  area  of  the  town  have  increased  the  work  of  the 
entire  staff  but  this  has  been  absorbed  and  I would  lil^e  to 
place  on  record  my  appreciation  to  all  the  members  of  the 
health  and  cleansing  staff  who  by  their  loyal  and  willing 
efforts  have  made  this  possible, 

I v/ould  like  also  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and 
Welfare  Committee  for  their  interest  and  guidance  during 
the  year  and  also  to  thank  the  officers  of  other  departments 
for  their  ready  and  willing  co-operation,

The  water  supply  in  the  Borough  is  provided  by  the 
Fylde  Water  Boards  The  sources  of  the  water  are  the  Grizedale,

Sewage  is  carried  by  gravitation  except  for  the  Rossall  area 
and  a small  area  in  Radcliffe  Road  both  of  which  have  to  be 
pumped*  There  are  pumping  stations  at  Rossall  Square,  Rossall 
School,  Rossall  Beach  and  V/yre  Street*  In  recent  years,  the 
pump  capacities  have  been  increased  and  this  has  practically 
eliminated  the  possibility  of  sewers  surcharging,  except  in 
exceptional  storm  conditions*  Sewage  is  finally  discheirged 
into  the  sea  via  the  modern  pumping  station  on  the  West  side*

The  systematic  block  treatments  given  during  the  past 
four  years  has  had  a marked  effect  on  the  number  of  treatments 
requested  for  the  control  of  cockroaches.  Nevertheless,  the 
above-mentioned  table  shows  that  the  cockroach  is  still  the 
cause  of  the  greatest  number  of  complaints  with  regard  to 
insects.

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  I96O 


There  are  4 licensed  caravan  sites  v/ithin  the  Borough, 

3 of  these  sites  are  holiday  caravan  sites  and  one  farm  site 
for  one  caravan  only  is  a permanent  residential  siteo  The 
holiday  caravan  sites  have  become  one  of  the  features  of  the 
town  and  operate  from  April  1st  each  year  until  October  31st. 

The  3 holiday  sites  are  licensed  for  900,409  and  9 caravans 
respectively  and  due  regard  has  been  given  to  the  Model 
Standards  prescribed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
when  licence  conditions  were  drawn  up. 

CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT,  I967 
Removal  and  Disposal  of  Motor  Vehicles. 

Motor  vehicles  may  be  disposed  of  free  of  charge  by 
taking  them  to  the  Council's  refuse  tip  at  Jameson  Road. 

Vehicles  taken  to  the  tip  for  disposal  are  regularly  removed 
from  the  tip  by  a car  disposal  firm.  This  arrangement  operated 
satisfactorily  during  1968. 

A considerable  amount  of  time  had  to  be  devoted, 
particularly  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  to  the  removal  and 
disposal  of  abandoned  cars.  The  procedure  laid  down  under  the 
Act  resulted  in  a great  amount  of  time  having  to  be  spent  on 
this  work  both  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the  Office 
Staff.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  there  was  a. 
marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  cars  being  dumped  on 
undeveloped  land.  This  was  probably  due  pa.rtly  to  the 
overcoming  of  a backlog  of  abandoned  cars  and  partly  to  the 
public  becoming  aware  of  both  the  free  facilities  provided 
for  disposing  of  old  vehicles  and  the  penalties  for  dumping.

Refuse  Disposal  Point© 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  a 
refuse  disposal  point  was  established  during  1968  at  Jameson 
Road  for  the  use  of  residents  of  the  town©  The  purpose  of 
this  was  to  provide  facilities  for  householders  to  dispose 
of  any  excess  household  or  garden  refuse  they  may  have© 
Unfortunately,  this  refuse  disposal  point  has  been  used, 
particularly  during  weekends,  as  a free  tipping  area  by 
contractors  and  this  has  caused  a considerable  amount  of 
work  for  the  refuse  tip  staff  who  have  to  clear  the  refuse 
disposal  bay  almost  daily©  Nevertheless,  this  refuse  disposal 
point  does  provide  householders  with  a means  of  disposing 
of  unwanted  household  articles  etc©  and  will,  no  doubt,  serve 
to  prevent  a certain  amount  of  dumping  of  refuse  throughout 
the  town©

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


In  1968,  the  weekly  collection  of  ref ^e;  was  maintained  , 
throughout  the  year  including  bank  holiday  weekends o During 
the  year,  a further  continuous  rear  loading  refuse  collection 
vehicle  was  brought  into  service  as  a replacement  for  an  older 
type  of  compression  vehicle*  The  work  of  refuse  collection  is 
now  concentrated  on  four  continuous  loading  vehicles  with  a 
side  loading  vehicle  being  used  part  time  for  special  collections* 
The  value  of  the  modern  continuous  loading  vehicle  can  be  seen 
in  the  table  below  which  shows  that,  despite  the  steady  increase 
over  the  years  of  the  number  of  dustbins  to  be  emptied,  the 
number  of  vehicle  loads  has  been  reduced*  This  is  due  to  the 
introduction  of  the  new  type  vehicles  which  are  designed  to 
compress  the  refuse  and  this  results  in  greater  pay  loads  and 
fewer  runs  to  the  disposal  point*  The  table  also  shows  the 
steady  increase  in  the  use  of  l-J  cu*  yd*  bulk  containers, 
this  system  is  being  successfully  used  in  factories,  caravan  sites 
schools,  shops  and  other  business  premises*  The  free  collection 
of  household  articles  too  bulky  for  normal  collection  was 
maintained  during  the  year.

STREET  CLEANSING 


Street  sweeping  is  carried  out  by  a combination  of 
mechanical  sweeping  by  a mechanical  sweeper,  hand  sweeping  in 
conjunction  with  pedestrian  controlled  electric  street 
orderly  trucks  and  hand  sweeping  with  a three  seater  electric 
truck®  The  expansion  of  the  residential  area  on  the  west  side 
of  the  town  meant  a greater  amount  of  sweepers  time  having  to 
be  spent  travelling  to  and  from  the  job  and  this  has  been 
overcome  by  providing  suitable  mechanised  vehicles® 

The  lower  promenade  is  swept  daily  during  the  summer 
season  and  the  beach  regularly  cleared  of  litter®  Blown  sand 
can  create  a problem  particularly  after  north  westerly  gales 
when  the  Esplanade  can  be  quickly  blocked®  It  is  necessary 
to  deal  with  this  all  the  year  round® 


GULLY  EMPTYING 


Street  gullies  are  cleaned  by  a vacuum  gully  emptier* 
The  number  of  street  gullies  cleaned  was  6,823* 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  following  public  conveniences  were  cleaned  each 
day,  including  Sunday,  by  the  Cleansing  Department*

Preston  Street  ; Ash  Street  and  Lindel  Road, 

Automatic  Hand  Washers  and  driers  are  available  at  the 
Bold  Street  ladies  and  gents  conveniences  free  of  charge. 

During  the  summer  months,  mobile  ladies  and  gents 
conveniences  are  put  out  on  the  West  side  near  the  beach  for 
the  use  of  holiday  makers  and  day  trippers  who  appear  to  be 
using  this  beach  more  and  more  each  year.  These  mobile 
conveniences  are  brought  in  to  the  Town’s  Yard  for  storage 
during  the  winter.
